Ancarly attack on Fort Sumter seems to be 
qonerally avticlpated. Whother the odministra- 
tion will relnforcy Major Anderson is not known. 
Tt-way stated in Washlogton fast night that Major 
Anilersou hud sent word to the goyerament that it 
‘was cscloss tu send to bis assistance less than 
twenty thousand men, Gen. Beanregord, the 
officer despatched by the goverment of the Con- 
federate otawwa to toke command at Clarleston, 
has arrived as hls post, and cxpreases perfé 
confidence that Samter can be reduced.

Policy of the New Administration—The 
Platform of Washington and Jefferson. 

‘Tho question which transcends all others in 
importance, at the present moment, is what 
active policy, in relation to the great orisis 
through which the coustry is pnzsing, will 
evolve out of the vagne and unsatisfactory 
diols with which (bo President and his mouth- 
pieces Lnvo contrived to mystify the public, 
The republican party have tho power, for 
Which they bare so long strivon, entirely in 
their bands. Weal or woe, good or evil, the 
reconstruction of tho Union or its perpotant 
dismemberment bang upon the counsels they 
may see Gt to sdopt. Imagination canuot pic- 
turo a more dreary, desolate future than 
nwolts us, if the government of Mr. Lincoln 
faila to rise to the dignity of its-position, as the 
faithful stewards of the people; and, on the 
other hand, the benefits will’ be untold that 
woy result from the exercise of euch discretion, 
judgmeat and patriotism as ought to charac 
ize atatesmen, at euch sn epoch. Mer, Lincoln 
repeatedly assured bis hearers, during his pll- 
grimage trom Chicago to Harrisburg, thot the 
aodels of his Presidential carcer were ulroady 
chosen; that Le should aricty emulate the con- 
duot of Washington, Jcforson, and Mudizon, and 
endeayor to be gnided by tho example ait by 
his predeceszors of the timo of the constitution. 
it will be well to consider what the condition 
of the United States was when that instrument 
was framed, ond what principles of inter-Stato 
relations concerning elavery, were adwinistercd 
at the close of the Tost and the beginning of 
this century.

‘The Policy and @rospects of the Southern 
Confederation. 

Tho Southern confederation is marching 
steadily on with its organization. and the policy 
which it is inaugurating promises to add sta- 
bility to ita existence and diguity to its future. 
Toere are many features about this now gov- 
croment which are caloniated to invest it with 
ndvantages superior to those which the North- 
cra coniederacy enjoys. Ia the Orst place it 
is maintained by able statesmen that wo at 
tho North can bosst of more of the demagoguo 
class In the composition of our goveramont 
than of that higher order of patriots which 
thine soy brilliantly in the rauks of the oarly 
founders of the republic. 

Jefferson Dnyis, the President of the South 
em confederacy, is a soldicr as well as a atates- 
wun He is firm, bold, quick and daring. Me. 
Stopbens, too, is gifved with a fine intellect, 
end the wisdom whicn ciclawd the eclection of 
conservative minds for the Cabinet to the exolu- 
tion of the more ultra politicians of the South, 
forms « etriking contrast with the party animus 
that inspired the elevation of certain extremists 
{o seats in the Cottcet Connell of the adminis 
tration at Wacblogton. Tho Southern con- 
federucy pow comprises seven States, with » 
total population of over five millions, and 
ehould subsequent ovents drive the border 
slave States into coalition with those already 
scceded—a cousmmmation which the latter are

An army is now belog 
rapidly organized and equipped. By the ndop- 
tion of the old ard eomerrhat equitable tariff of 
tho United States, the South has gained an 
mense advantage over the North, as many arti- 
cles of foreign merchandise will be excluded 
from onr ports by the exorbitant and in some 
oases prohibitory duties imposed by the Morrill 
(riff; and thus, while importations will fall 
away in the Northern cities, they will increase 
ng are eren now increasing in tho ports of 
Savannah, Mobile, New Orleans and Charles- 
tom, At tho same time ghat foreign nations are

Again, fo the matter of expansion the South- 
ern copfederuey bas much the advantage over 
tho Northern. ‘There are the colton lands of 
Moxico, which, in the ordinary course of things, 
mn prebobly be absorbed by the Southern 

ction, nl ultimately, no doubt, Cuba also 

moy be annexed to the adjoining free States on 
this continent, and thus enjoy tbat indepen- 
denco, as @ member of a self-governed empire, 
for which her people haye been so long pining; 
in which event the Gulf of Mexico will be 
(ransformed, as it were, into an inland lake, 
and the commerce of the tropical States of bot 
North and South America will find a ready aud 
profitable mart for their products in the 
various ports on the Gulf. The rich re- 
sources of Mexico and the South Ame- 
ricon States can thus be developed for 
the benefit of the Southern confederacy. 
instead of being converted, as they are now. 
to the profit of England and France by menus 
of the regalar steam communication kept up 
between them and these Jatler countries, ‘The 
efateemen of the South are not blind (o the im- 
Portance of a closePintimacy with Mexico and 
the republies of Central and South Americs, 
which hos been restricted heretofore by the 
eolfieh policy of Northern politicians; and now 
that they aro at Mberty to act for themeelyes 
they will no donbt endeavor to divert the trade 
of those countries from European channols into 
their own ports, even if their policy should not 
involve immediate measures of annexution. 

‘And to counterbalance this adhesion of com- 
mercial or territorial strength to the Southern 
confederacy, what baa the Northorn confedo- 
reoy to fall back upon? Nothing bul the an- 
nexation of the British provinces. And what 
reason is there to expect that anything 
short of annexation will increase the advan- 
tages which our contiguity to British America 
now insures us? We cannot hope for any inor- 
Ajnuto growth of inter-trade with the British 
possessions. Unlike the Southern government, 
we ut the North can open up no new fields of 
enterprize such as the unfallowod flelds of 
Mexico, Central America and the South Ameri- 
can republics afford to the sagacity of the 
Southern States. Wanting convenient mar- 
kot for their products, much of the most yalu- 
able resonrees of these tropical countries, both 
in mineral and ogricultural wealth, have been 
neglected; but with the adoption of a liberal 
‘policy and the establishmont of a regular com- 
munfeation on the part of the Southern con. 
fedoracy, there may be no limit to the riches 
thoy are capable of developing, most of which 
will certainlyTinure to tho benefit of that go- 
veroment which encourages its developement. 
Apart, then, from the mere question of territo- 
rial vequicitlon—which would seem almost ia- 
eyltable—the South has a splendid opportunity 
of puilding herselt up by availing iteolf 
of the commercial resources of adjacent 
countries, 

Thus, by the calm and dignified action of the 
now government, by the cnrofment of a nu- 
merous and pattiotic army, by the adoption of 
a favorable taiill, by all the advantages which 
surround it, ie Southera confederacy to-day

Amportant Proposition tn the Cotton Con- 
federacy—The Border Stave States Be~ 
tween Tre Fires. 


We published yesterday n tolographlo de- 
spatch from Mootgomory stating that the Con- 
grees of the Confederate States adopted a reso- 
Tution to the effect ‘that the: Judiclary Com- 
mittee be instructed to inquire into the expe 
Giency of prohibiting the importation of slaves 
into the confederacy from the United States, 
except owned by persons emigrating thenoa 
for settlement and residence” The object of 
this measure is to bring such a pressure on tho 
border slave States os they cannot resist—to 
compel them to join the cotton States on pain 
of losing their only market for the alayes which 


they breed. 
Ifa bill of the kind indicated should bo 


passed Virginis would cither have to become a 
freo State 6r a member of the Southera con- 
federacy. “Her slaves in future would be of so 
ittle value to her that she would bave to eman- 
cipate them, and let them shift for themselves: 
3 sho could not afford to feed and clothe them 
without remuneration, That is too much even 
for Northern philunthropy. Virginia, ac- 
cording to .the returns of the census of 
last yeaf, had “495,826 slaves—or say sho 
as now in round numbers half a million 
of megro bondmen This is the largest 
umber held by any State. It amounts to balf 
tbe number of tho white population of tho 
State. Now, Virginia bas no cotton flelds, and 
docs not need eo many slaves for her own 
Inbor. Sho eclis them, therefore, to the cotton 
States, who can afford to pay a good price for 
them; ond it is in this, way that slaves aro a 
vourée of wealth to her. If sho bad no market 
tn tho cotton States, so far from being n source 
of wealth and profit, the slayes would become 
‘a couse of poverty and Loss, and, in self-defence, 
sho would be compelled to abolish slavery: 
Hence the measure proposed in the Southern 
confederacy is a menace to her that she musg 
speedily take one side or other in the quar- 
rel with the North. 

It was with a viow to gain over tho border 
States that the confedernoy inserted in thcir 
constitution a prohibition against the African 
slave trade; for the opening of that trade, which 
Sonth Carolina ¢0 much desired, would bring 
down the price of negroes, and it is on this 
ground, and not from any philanthropic 
ideas, that Virgioia gnd other border slave 
States have been always opposed to the 
African traffic. The question of a slave trade 
between tho colton States and the United 
States was left designedly an open question in 
the Southern constitution, and to be decided by 
Congress, in order that it might bo a lover with 
which to hoist the border States into the con- 
federacy. By the census it_ appears that Ten- 
pessee has 287,112 slaves, Kentucky 225,90 
and North Caroline 528,377 (equal to half her 
white population). These States would be oll 
affected by the proposed. measure, but not to 
the ame extent -as Virginia, It is upon the 
latter that itis Iulended specially to operate, 
bocause as Virginia goes they will all go. 

On the other liond, if Virginia and the other 
border slave States should secede and join the 
cotton confederdey, what security would they 
have for tho rendition of their fugiliveslaves by 
the Northern confederacy? Noue whatever, nn- 
less (here chould he a treaty of amity between 
tho two confederacies. Morcover, in the event of 
civil war their soil would be the battle ground, 
and they would suffer more than cither the 
Northern or (he cotton States. They are thus 
placed between two fires, and itis « «question 
with them on which side lies the balanco 
of interest. There can be little doubt 
tbat, on the whole, they wonld consider 
tbe preponderance of interest lay with the cot” 
ton confederacy, for if, in a civil war, the North 
crn fanatics should prove successful, they 
would assuredly abolish slavery in every South- 
crn State, Heice the pro-slavery interest in 
Virginia, interpyeting Mr. Lincola’s inaugural 
a indicating a coercive programme, is becom- 
ing more violent and revolutionary. Secession 
is making rapid strides. The Richmond J: 
quircr, os our readers haye scan, calls upon Vir- 
ginia to take Ler Sand immediately aud be no 
longer divided, as very soon she will have to 
fight either under the bauners of Jeferson D)a- 
vis or Abraham Lincoln, The argument of 
Wiso’s organ for joiniug the cotton confedera- 
ey and thus making tho Stato a unit is that, ia 
{he contingency of cooreion, the secessionists 
will join the army of the South, whatever the 
State may do, and that this might lead to civil | 
war between the Virginians themselves. 

Uniees the President, therefore, in some de- 
cided way annonces a peace policy yery oon 
there isevery probubilily of the secession of 
the mother of Sfates and of Presidents, and that 
the Old Doniinion will take most if not all the. 
border slave States with her,

Despre Loss or Live ny Fine—Prorosep 
Cuanoes 1x Ti Orrior or Fink Marsaat—Wo 
publish elsewhere the particulara of a firo im 
Fortioth street, by which a family of eeven 
percons lost their lives. But for the vigilance 
of the Fire Marshal this occurrence would pro- 
bably have been imputed to accident. Mr. 
Baker, however, immediately set on foot sn in- 
vestigation into tho facts, nnd from tho Inquirics 
already instituted it is likely to turn ont that 
this disaster had its orjgia in crimiaal motives. 

‘This is but one of the hundreds of cases ia 
which tho benefits resulting from the creation 
of the cfice of Firo Marshal hayo been exem- 
plificd. More lives and. more property havo 
been saved through it thon throngh all the 
legal prosecutions instituted in the same spaco 
of time. It ia the difficulty of establishing tho 
facts-in trials for arson which bas generally 
insured the immunity of the accused, Tho 
prompt presence and exumination of the pre- 
mises and witnesses by the Fire Marshal havo 
toa great extent removed that difficulty, and 
now it is rarely that an indictment fur incea-, 
dintism fuila tbrongh n clear case on tho part 
of the prozecution. ; 

We see that a bill has beon recently intro- 
duced in the Legislature in reference 
to the office of Fire Marshal. As no 
one complains that its duties are oot 
efficiently and econemically performed, 
the object of this measure can be none other 
than to divide them between two er thres bun~ 
ery aspirants with a view to their endowment 
with fat salaries, As the Firo Marebol is pald 
by the insurance offices, and not by the city, 
the latter bas a right to protest against being 
taxed for the creation of superfluous offices. 
Should the Legislature, howevor, think ft to 
give ils eanction to the swindle, it will make 
no difference in the existing arrangements, for 
the ineurance companies know their interesta 
too well to entrust them to the charge of the 
perons gecking to effect this change. 


Minrrany Resorrcys ov run Sovrn—An er- 
roneous idea generally prevails nt tho North 
that the new confederacy, in preparing for mi- 
litary defence, will experience some diffloulty 
in procuring a supply of artillery stores and 
munitions of war. For tho information of that 
class to whom we rofer we say thnt the An- 
derson iron works, near Richmond, Virginia, 
are working their furnaces night and doy 
casting Dutlgren guns and columbiads of tho 
heaviest calibre and exquisite fislsh. Several 
of theze guns and five ten-inch mortars have 
slready been forwarded to Charleston, and be 
fore this aro in battery ready to participate in 
the bombardment of Fort Sumter, The Tre- 
degar iron works, near Ricbmond, are also 
Dnsily employed in casting Lollow shot and 
ebell. Several tons have already been forard- 
ed to Charleston, Tho machine shop of the 
Allantic and North Carolina Railroud, near 
Nowbern, N. C., bos been transformed into 
a military arsenal, whero several hondred 
bands are now employed ia altering mua- 
kets and casting eliot and shell. The alterations 
of the old style musket to the Minnie stylé, 
compared with similar alterations made in this 
Slate, give the superiority to the former in 
every respect, The samples of ehot recently 
exbibited included a sixty-four pounder anda 
six-pounder, and forty-pound shells. The cast- 
ing was faultless, The railroad company have 
offered to contract with the Confederated States 
for an inde@inite supply of both guns and mis- 
vilea, guaranteeing to do the work equal to any 
dono at the North and ataless price. There 
is a foundry near Petersburg, Virginia, also 
engaged in casting mortars and cannon for 
Charleston, Only a day or two ago a mortar 
from this foundry, weighing 6,750 pounds, was 
placed in battery near Fort Sumter. As for 
powder, both North Carolina and Virginin have 
numerous mills for the manufacture of this ex- 
plosive agent, and already have gent 300,090 
pounds, pér contract, to South Carolina. After 
this statement of facts who will doubt the 
ability of the South to provide itvelf with mu- 
nitions ot wat?
